The “ Boletin”: of 16th October contains a copy of a decree 
authorising Sefior Juan Passicot to construct and work a railway 
from Mercedes, province of Buenos Aires, to La Plata.

Work must be begun 
within 18 months from the date of approval of the plans, and must 
be completed within four years.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Victoria (British Columbia).—The Board of Trade correspondent 
in British Columbia (Mr, J, J. Shallcross) writes from Victoria, 
with regard to the machinery trade, that, so far as his experience 
goes, the importing firms there would be glad to give a preference 
to British manufacturers, other conditions being equal. as a rule, 
however, American machinery is more closely adapted than British 
to the requirements of the country. Owing to the fact that for a 
long time past American machinery has been imported into the 
British Columbian market, the threads and standard sizes used are 
in accordance with American rather than British practice. In the 
case of tenders for machinery required by public bodies, some 
preference is given to those manufacturers who place their tenders 
through local firms. In making such tenders, American manufac- 
turers frequently have the advantage of being able to give personal 
attention to the business through their branch offices in neigh- 
bouring cities. In the past, British manufacturers have been at 
some disadvantage owing to their machinery having to be shipped 
either by a slow route vid the Suez Canal, or by an expensive one 
by rail from Atlantic ports. The completion of the Tehuantepec 
Railway, however, with its prompt service and low rates, should 
put them in a more advantageous position in shipping at least 
some classes of their goods. 
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British Trade Abroad. 





Japan.—According to the “ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce” 
(Paris) of 19th November, it is extremely desirable, in doing 
business with Japan, that catalogues intended for Japanese 
customers should be compiled with the greatest correctness, that 
illustrations should be clear and interesting, and that the whole 
should be printed on attractive paper and with taste. It is also 
advisable to place at the side of quotations the cost of packing as 
well as a distinctive word for telegraph purposes. It would 
further be of advantage, continues the report, for the text to be 
printed, in addition, in the Japanese language.

Article I1I.—Should importers or exporters themselves discover 
that the duties paid by them are, from an error either in calculation 
or assessment, in excess of those properly leviable, they should, 
before the fact is verified by the competent Department, forward the 
documents necessary to substantiate their claim for the refund of 
the difference. 


The same issue of the ‘‘ Moniteur ” publishes a Circular which the 
ihiaee Minister of Finance has addressed to Roumanian 
Customs houses relative to import declarations. 
Declarations. This circular prescribes inter alia that from 
Ist January, 1909, importers must present to the Customs, at the 
same time as the declaration, the original invoices, and duplicates 
on unstamped paper certified by them as corresponding with the 
originals. Invoices and duplicates must indicate the exact nature 
and value of the goods. Persons who present inaccurate invoices 
and duplicates will incur the penalties prescribed for contravention 
of the Customs regulations.

Trimmings and buttonmakers’ wares are, in all cases, subject to 
the surtaxes provided for by Notes I,, V., VI. and VII. of the 
General Notes to the Textile Section (Part V.) of the Tariff. 

The second Circular points out that the Note appended to 
No. 261 of the schedule of Servian import duties annexed to the 
Commercial Convention between Servia and France provides that 
articles for advertising purposes, such as cards and framed pictures, 
which accompany consignments of goods, are to be admitted free 
of duty. This Note is not to be read as having exclusive applica- 
tion to the articles included under Tariff No. 261 (perfumes and 
cosmetics), but as applying to all goods which are enumerated in 
the schedules of Servian duties annexed to the various Commercial 
Treaties which Servia has concluded with other countries. 





PHILIPPINE ISLANDS.

The British Vice-Consul at Sundsvall (Mr. J. C. Barth) reports 
that the harbour there is free from ice, but that, owing to the present 
cold weather, several loading places in the Sundsvall district are 
likely to be closed this week. 

The British Vice-Consul at Lulea (Mr. A. J. Westerberg) 
reports that the harbour of that port, as well as part of the 
Archipelago on the approach to it, were covered with ice on the 
10th November, and since then the frost has been unusually severe 
for the time of year, so that the ice formed has now a thickness of 
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from 9 to 10 inches. Navigation, which is still continued, is 
rendered possible only by the aid of ice-breakers, which are keeping 
up a passage through the ice to allow steamers to pass ; for sailing 
vessels the port was closed on the oth November. Last year 
navigation stopped finally on the 26th November, and the port 
was closed by ice on the 10th December. 

The British Vice-Consul at Hernésand (Mr. P. Burchardt) 
reports, under date of 18th November, that the harbour of that 
town, as well as most of the harbours at the loading-places in the 
district, are still accessible for both sailing and steam vessels. 
Navigation to Nyland, Rossé, Kungsgarden, Marieberg, Kidja, 
Bollsta, Dynis, Wiija and Lugnvik is now, or will be in a few 
days, closed by ice. Last year navigation was closed to the above- 
mentioned places on 5th December, to other places in the district 
abouti the 10th, and to Herniésand town on the 16th December.

GERMAN COLONIES.

' from lst September, 1908, being 1,004,728 
bales. in exports the movement has been correspondingly 
heavy, the total, including coastwise shipments, being 
843,898 bales. The total receipts of cotton at all United States 
ports from lst September to 30th October, 1908, amounted to 
2,594,528 bales; Galveston, therefore, received nearly 40 per cent. 
of all the cotton sent to the ports. H.M. Consul adds that the 
movement through the port of Galveston during the present season 
is remarkable by reason of the fact that there has been no 
semblance of congestion, whereas in 1906 (heretofore the heaviest 
season with regard to receipts) congestion was at its height at this 
time.

EGYPT: 


H.M. Consul-General at Alexandria (Mr. E. B. Gould, I.8.0.), has 
forwarded the following résumé (dated 5th 
November) of the general conditions and pros- 
pects of the Egyptian cotton crop for this year, 
published by the Alexandria General Produce Association :— 

“In general, the weather in October was cool and unfavourable 
to cotton, and a little more warmth was only reported in the latter 
half of the month. This caused delay in the normal development 
of the plant and in the opening of some of the bolls of the second 
picking, which is taking place in general even later than was 
thought probable. Both the first and the second pickings seem 
below the estimates that were hoped for. The conditions for the 
third picking are poor, and unless the heat continues, the result 
will probably be indifferent. Guinning outturn is also very irregular, 
varying from 1 to 2 per cent. below up to 1 to 2 per cent. above 
last year. This month’s reports from Upper Egypt are worse than 
last month’s, as the fogs and dews seem to have caused fresh 
damage, and our correspondents are unanimous in making a 
considerable decrease on their former estimates. Taking all the 
reports into consideration, the crop seems to be considerably below 
last year’s, and we estimate our present crop at 6,250,000 to 
6,500,000 cantars.”

The pros- 

pects for the coming crop (1908-9) are good, provided the weather 

for the next two months continues favourable. It is estimated 

that the yield will be about 20 per cent. in excess of the crop 
of 1907-8, or some 168,000 quintals.

ECUADOR. 


The following notes on agricultural products in Ecuador in 1907 
have been received from H.M. Consul at 
Guayaquil (Mr. A. Cartwright) :— 

Cocoa.— The crop of the year 1907 was one 
of the shortest of all recent years, but the high price redeemed 
this failure, the cash proceeds of the sale being higher than in any 
former year. ‘The crop of 1908, on the contrary, is an enormous 
one, and will probably be at least 50 to 60 per cent. over 1907, 
and 15 to 20 per cent. over the record year of 1904. Prices, 
which were very high at the commencement of the year (even up 
to 5l. 2s. c.f. per 50 kilos.), have now fallen to an average of 2/. 12s. 

Tagua (vegetable ivory).—The crop of 1907 was about equal to 
that of 1906, but in this case also prices were much more 
favourable and the amounts realised were much higher than in 
1906. For the present year (1908) a great decrease both in 
production and in price has to be noted. 

The reduction of export duty on tagua in Colombia (see p. 76 
of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 8th October last) has enabled 
that country to compete seriously with Ecuador in the sale 
of tagua, and has given a great impetus to the collection of the pro- 
duce throughout that Republic. It was expected that the 1908

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Congress would take steps to reduce the Ecuadorian export duty on 
this article, but up to the present time no mention whatever has 
been made of this. 

Coffee.—The crop of 1907 was an exceedingly poor one, less than 
one-half that of 1906, and prices were low throughout the year. 

Rubber.—The production was about 12 per cent. less than in 1906. 

Sugar.—The produce of the sugar estates for 1907 was 165,000 
guintals (7,350 tons). This was all consumed in the country and 
was not sufficient even for the home supply. The sugar mills have 
to compete with duty free cheap foreign sugar, and made little 
or no profit on their estates. The present Congress has, however, 
imposed an import duty on foreign sugar of 4c. (about 1d.) per 
kilo. This will allow a moderate profit for the local producer; but 
the law contains a clause that the Government can decree free 
entry to sugar in case the native article is sold at a price over 84 c. 
per lb. (say 23d.). The wholesale price is to-day only about 7 c. 
per lb. (1#d.) and the retail price 2d. per |b.

NORWAY, 


With reference to the notice on p. 517 of the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 4th June last, and to previous notices 
relative to Norwegian legislation respecting the 
acquisition of real property in Norway by 
foreigners, H.M. Minister at Christiania has 
now forwarded a précis of three new Bills 
recently drafted by the Norwegian Government 
respecting the acquisition (1) of real estate, waterfalls and mines, 
&c., (2) of forests, and (3) of watercourses. 

The two tirst-named Bills contain the following modifications in 
principle as compared with the Bill laid before the Storthing in 
March last :-— 

(1) Permission to work mines or to produce power from water 
force to an amount of over 500 h.-p. will be made dependent on 
obtaining a concession also in the case of Norwegian citizens ; 

(2) A time-limit of from 40 to 80 years is fixed for concessions 
for mines as well as for waterfalls ; 

(3) The Government consider that, in granting these concessions, 
attention should be paid, not only to the question of preventing the 
natural sources of wealth of the country from falling entirely into 
the hands of foreign capital, but also to that of protecting the 
interests of the State and of the district in their exploitation.

H.M. Minister at Peking has forwarded a translation of an 
Uni Imperial Decree, issued on 5th October, ordaining 
— he introduction of an uniform silver currenc 

Silver Currency. the introduction of an uniform Sliver currency 
throughout the Empire, of which a coin weigh- 
ing one K’u P’ing or treasury tael is to be the unit. The new tael 
and half-tael coins are to be ninety-eight per cent. pure silver, and 
there will be subsidiary ten-cent. and five-cent. pieces of eighty- 
eight per cent. pure silver. The Board of Finance and Provincial 
authorities are enjoined to take measures for the early introduction 
of the new coinage into general use, it being recognised that the 
use of sycee and the various dollar currencies now in circulation 

will have to continue for some years to come. 

No ratio is fixed between the copper currency and the new tael 
coinage, and no indication is given whether the new coins are to be 
issued solely from mints under the direct control of the Board of 
Finance. H.M. Minister remarks that, without provisions on these 
two points, it can hardly be said that a national coinage is likely to 
result from the present Decree, though it is possible that the 
Board of Finance will sateguard the interests of the Central 
Government by a supplementary enactment.

H.M. Vice-Consul at Hakodate (Mr. H. G. Parlett), writing on the 
a subject of the Hokkaido fisheries, states that 
Sea Fisheries of 4) ,° ..) ice tne tel fr or 
the Hokkaido. 1e salmon fishery has fallen off greatly in 
recent years, and that, whereas in 1888 the annual 
catch amounted to 120,000 koku, it has now declined to 38,000 
koku. ‘To remedy this state of affairs official hatcheries are being 
established in the Chitose and Nishibetsu rivers. Others, at which 
satisfactory results have been obtained, already exist on the banks 
of the Moheji, Yakuano, Horikabu, Tokachi and Shibetsu rivers. 
It is also reported that subsidies will be granted to private 
hatcheries. 

The sea fishing business at Kushiro and Nemuro is in a some- 
what depressed condition owing to the poor catches of herring 
made so far this year (28th October). At Nemuro, for instance, 
the mean annual catch is about 30,000 koku, but it is said so far 
to have amounted to only 2,000 koku. In addition the seaweed 
harvest has resulted in a yield of only two-fifths of the usual 


amount.

Finally there are extensive forests of larch, the wood of which is 
asserted to be useful for railway purposes. With a judicious 
system of re-afforestation it is believed that the supply could be 
made to last for an indefinite period.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the confidential use of their members, but not for 
publication, information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British 
trade) to which it has appeared desirable in the interests of 
British trade to draw attention confidentially. The plan met 
with general approval, and last year, in order to attain more fully 
the purpose of the Board, namely, to reach all British manufac- 
turers or traders interested, it was decided, on the _ recom- 
mendation of the Commercial Intelligence Committee, to sup- 
plement the above-mentioned system by opening at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., a 
Register of British firms who might desire to receive confidential 
information relative to their respective trades. The Register was 
opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names entered. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered on this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

The admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it, 
of any firm is at the discretion of the Board of ‘Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.), in order to ensure that those who are desirous of receiving 
such confidential information should first be in possession of all 
the official information relating to their particular trade which 
is published in that Journal. The annual subscription to the 
Journal, including postage, is lds. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Notge.—Apart from the special Register, the Branch is always 
ready, as far as possible, to answer enquiries on specific questions 
in the interest of British trade. 
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Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of 
the Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and classified in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. On application being made to it either 
personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial 
Statistics ; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations ; Lists of Firms Abroad engaged in particular 
lines of business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial 
Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade 
Products ; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of 
the Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of 
Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of Canada and Queensland have established, 
in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basing- 
hall Street, special offices for dealing with trade matters (see below). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. ‘The “Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d. All 
applications respecting subscription, or the purchase of single 
copies, should be addressed in London to Messrs. Wyman & Sons, 
Ltd., Fetter Lane, E.C. ; in Edinburgh to Messrs. Oliver & Boyd ;

statistics can be obtained. Permanent exhibits of New Zealand 
products are maintained for public inspection both at the Imperial 
Institute and the Crystal Palace. 

Queensland. The Agent-General for Queensland has opened a 
branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., where a representative 
attends daily to give information to enquirers regarding : trade, 
mining, and all other matters relating to Queensland. Specimens 
of products representative of the pastoral, agricultural, and mining 
industries of Queensland are on view. 

Victoria.—The Government of Victoria (Australia) have an 
extensive and varied collection of products of the State on view 
at the Show Room of their London Offices (142, Queen Victoria 
Street, E.C.). Lists of the Exporters of the State, with their 
Agents in the United Kingdom, and full particulars relating to the 
trade, prospects, &c., of the State, can be obtained upon applica- 
tion to the Agent-General for Victoria, at the above address. 

New South Wales.— With a view to facilitating the acquiring of 
information regarding the State’s products, the New South Wales 
Government have a commercial branch attached to the Agent- 
General's Department at 123-125, Cannon Street, E.C. A great 
variety of specimens is on view—typical of the mineral, agricul- 
tural and other products ofthe country. Full information concern- 
ing the Colony is given gratis to all applicants. 

South Australia—The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
E.C., where specimens of every description of South Australian 
produce are now displayed. This Department will supply, free 
of cost, full information regarding the exports from South 
Australia of all sorts of produce. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, S.W., for the purpose of a Com- 
mercial Agency, under the superintendence of the Trades Com- 
missioner, who supplies free information on trade subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, such as agricultural products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, &., &c. 

Natal.—The Government of Natal have established a Commercial 
Agency for that Colony at 26, Victoria Street, S.W., under 
the direction of the Agent-General.
